REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn 
to a polymeric material comprising a plurality of pendent biguanide groups chemically bound to 
the polymer chain via some but not all of the secondary amine nitrogen atoms of the biguanide 
group. The chemical bond is via a substituted urea linkage or N,N-disubstituted amide linkage 
or tertiary amine linkage. The closest prior (Olstein USPN 5,142,010) art discloses an infectious 
resistant polymer comprising a pendent biguanide group, however via a different linkage. The 
linkage is via a primary amine nitrogen atom and not a secondary nitrogen atom. Also the 
linkage is not a substituted thioruea linkage or tertiary amine linkage as required in the claim. 
Olstein discloses a phenylene linkage in order o attach the biguanide to a primary nitrogen atom. 
The linkage of the instant claims further comprises no hydrogen while hydrogen is required in 
the prior art. For these reasons the claims are novel and non-obvious over the prior art. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
